the young Man diſcharg'd his Commiſſion with ſo much 
Exactneſs, that never was there a Seraglio ſtor'd with 


ſuch Variety of Beauties, as was the Veſſel, wherein he 


embarqu'd thefe Circaſſian Women from Balſora (c). 

In travelling thro? Part of Perſia, Holora tell into tae 
Company of two Derwi/es, and contracted an intimate

This 
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This Princeſs, whom you now ſee in the Habit of a 
Derwiſe, was named (i) Gulchenraz Gundogdi, becauſe, at 
her Birth, ſhe gave us great Hopes of becoming in time 
a perfect Beauty: I was then grown into Years myſelf, 
and therefore leaving the Government of my Kingdom in 
the Hands of my Vixiers, and ſpending moſt of my Days 
with my Daughter, I ſaw with infinite Pleaſure, by the 
Time the was arriv'd at Fifteen, that there was not a 
Woman comparable to her.

PON the Death of Sultan Fam-Fu, King of 


Gannan, who left no Son behind him, = cer- 
: tain (a) Bonge, infinuating to the People that 
f he was the neareſt Relation to the deceas'd 
) King, came and demanded the Crown ; which {notwith- 
a ſtanding the Oppoſition that it met with in Council, and 
the wiſe Remonſtrances that ſeveral Mandarins made to 


it, that a Man who from his Youth upwards had aban- 
don'd the Care of all worldly Concerns, was very im- 
proper to govern a Kingdom, and an Head, that had 
been accuſtom'd to Duſt and Aſhes, unable to bear the 
Weight of a Crown with Decency) he obtain'd, and 
was with the general Acclamations of the People choſen 
King of Gannan : But as ſoon as had taken Poſſe ſſion of 
his Throne, the Governor of the Iſle of Kiumchen made 
Preparations to conteſt it with him. 

He certainly was the nearer Relation to Eum-wn, and 
prov'd it very plainly ; but the new King, being now 
accuſtom'd to the Splendor of a Throne, was fo far from 
relinquiſhing it, that he iſſued out his Proclamations with 
ſuch Diligence, that having ſeiz'd his Rival about twenty

Army to maintain his Right, he was reſolv'd to keep 
him Priſoner, according to the Manner of the Chineſe in 
Caſes of the like Nature. | 

When any Rebel is apprehended, the King goes to meet 
him, and orders a Baſon and golden Ewer to be preſent- 
ed him; which he is oblig'd to carry on his Head, walk- 
ing a Foot to the Place of his Impriſonment. This Pri- 
{on is a Cave dug under the Throne where the King fits ; 
they open it every Day to give the Priſoners Victuals, and, 
without ever troubling themſelves whether they are dead 
or alive, do it for ſix Months, and then wall it up for 
good and all, | 

Our King, according to this Cuſtom, was going one 
Day to meet his Rival, with a Purpoſe to treat him in 
this manner, when falling in to Hunting, and continuing 
his Sport till Noon, the Heat of the Day made him flee 
to a Shade to reſt himſelf a little; he accordingly laid 
down upon the Graſs in the Middle of a {mall Wood to 
take a Nap; and, to ſecure his Face againſt the Inſects, 
cover'd it with a red Silk Handkerchief. His principal. 
Officers, out of Reſpe&t, withdrew ſome twenty or 
thirty Paces, and the King was in a ſound Sleep, when 
he was ſuddenly awaken'd by a very odd Accident; for a 
Bird of Prey, that had its Neſt in the Tree under which 
the King ſlept, taking the red Handkerchief for a Piece 
of raw Fleſh, made a Stoop at it with ſuch Violence, that 
with its Beak and Talons, which were extremely ſharp 
and ſtrong, it ſtruck out both his Eyes. D 

The Officers, hearing the Sultan cry out, ran to him 
in a great Fright ; but this Accident, which ſhould have 
rais'd Compaſſion in their Breaſts, had a quite contrary

«« poſiblc, and leave it to your Choice either to ſtay in 
% my Court, or to retire into what Place of my Domi-

fand Pieces of Gold which I will pay you yearly.” 
Ah, generous Tongluck! crydd the Bonze, throwing 
himſelf at the new Sultan's Feet, you ſhew by this how 
much better you deſerve the Throne than T. Seduc'd by 
the Splendor of a Crown, which I depriv'd you of, I in- 
| tended to put you to a moſt cruel and unjuſt Death; 
whereas you give me a Life I have not deſerv'd, and not 
only.ſo, but heap your Benefits upon me likewiſe. Ah, . 
Sir! Theſe are Sentiments becoming a worthy Monarch, 1 
Tongluck, that Moment, embracing the Boge, aſſur d 1 
him of his perfect Friendſhip; and ſo aſcending a Throne : 
which was his Right, both upon the Account of his 1% 
Birth, and this fingular Inſtance of his Moderation, he hath k

This Prediction prov'd true; for notwithſtanding all the g

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Nature, and to ſet off the Women he brought wich him 
to Tunguin, to the beſt Advantage, Tongluck look'd upon 
them with ſuch an Indifference, as gave the other a vaſt 
Uneaſineſs. | 

Malelalſalem, and the Princeſs of Georgia, had accept- 
ed of a Lodging at Holonja's Houſe in Tunguin; who took 


all the Methods imaginable to divert the Melancholy that 


had ſeiz'd them, but himſelf cou'd find no Remedy for 
his own. And as he was one Day expreſſing his Concern 
to the King and Gulchenrax, for his having ſucceeded 
no better than others, in very moving Terms, the Prin- 

<ce's addreis'd herſelf in theſe Words: You need not 
„% wonder in the leaſt at the Sultan your Maſter's Cold-

«© Bed: But find him out a Perſon that overlooks the 
% Throne, which captivates others, that rejects the Ad- 
* dreſſes of a Monarch, and conſiders him only as a pri- 
„ vate Perſon, and then you will raiſe in him all thoſe 
« Motions and tender Paſſions that he is not yet acquaint- 
« ed with.” 


Nothing can be juſter, Madam, than theſe Reflections, 


replied Ho/onja ; but where ſhall we find this rare Perſon ? 
You have her before your Eyes, continu'd Gulchenras ; 
the Throne, on which I was brought up, accuſtom'd me 
to ſuch Reſpects and Submiſſion, as the Women you buy 
at Czrcafia know nothing of; and if I have but Beauty 
enough to engage your Sultan's Eye, be his Merit never 
ſo great, I'll let him know the Difference between a 
Princeſs and a Slave, and how far the Notions of the one 
ſurpaſs the other. There is a kind of Reſerve and Great- 
neſs of Spirit in our Sex that makes us efteem'd ; but the 


Eaſe and Forwardneſs of almoſt all Een Women,draws 
upon 
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upon them the Contempt that they deſerve. I may ſeem 
perhaps a little too knowing for my Age; but the Queen 
my Mother, whoſe Royal Blood rais'd her above the reſt 
of her Sex, took care in my tender Age to inculcate theſe 
Leſſons into my Memory, ſo that they will for ever be 
engraven there. 

Malelalſalem heard this Speech of his Daughter's with 
Admiration : Of all the Sultanas I had in my Seraglio, {aid 
he, none ever found theSecret of approaching mineHeart 
but the charming Abadan-Sciroux, the Mother of Abroa- 
mat and Gulchenraz ; her Reſervedneſs, her Modeſty, every 
thing inchanted me in that adorable Princeſs ; and my 
Life has been a Burthen to me ſince the Moment I loft 
her for ever. | 


No more of theſe melancholy Reſtections, Sir ! replied 


Holosja; I very well underftand the Solidity of your 
Daughter's Argument, but the Way to put it in Execution, 
that's the Difficulty ; few Princeſſes here are fo beautiful 
as thoſe of Georgia, and as it 15 no ealy Matter to gain 
Admittance into their Apartments, our Monarchs choofe

After the firſt Civilities uſual among Perſons of their 
Diſtincton were over, they ſat down at Table, and Uzum- 
ney (for that was Holonja's Brother's Name) ſeem'd to 
15. ſo much Wit and Vivacity in Converſation, as drew 
upon him the Princeſs's Eye more than once; but if Gu/- 
chenrax beheld him with ſome Attention, he for his part 
was ſo taken with the Charms of her Face, and the Deli-

Uzum-quey threw himſelf down that Moment at Gul- 
chenraz's Feet; I am ſenſible, Madam, ſaid he, of the 
Raſhneſs of my Love, and I will do what I can to ſub- 
due it, nor will I ever more mention a Paſſion to you 
that I find offends you; and, ſaying theſe Words, he 
withdrew full of Confuſion. Halonja aſk'd a thouſand 
Pardons of Maletalſalem and the Princeſs, for his Brother's 
Indiſcretion. For above eight Days together the afflicted 
Lover durſt not appear in Gulchenrax'sPreſence; and when 
upon expreſs Order he adventur'd to come, there ap- 
pear'd ſo much Fear and Signs of Sorrow in his Looks, 
that the King pitied him, and order'd his Daughter to 
comfort him with ſome Indications of her Forgiveneſs, 
Re aſſume, Uzum-quey,ſaid ſhe, your former Gaiety; I for- 
get theOffence you have done, and therefore] beg you'll 
let us live in the ſame Familiarity we did, before it was 
diſturb'd by your Profeſſion of a Paſſion, which I neither 
can nor ought to accept. Uzum-gquey obey'd the Prin- 
ceſs's Commands; he returned to his former Manner of

Cannot, Madam, call to Mind the firſt Adventures 
of my Life, without ſome Horror, ſince the 
very Moment I left the celeſtial Sphere, to come 
down upon the Earth, I inanimated an unhappy 
Infant, that became afterwards a Monſter of Cruelty.

{b) The Word Piſchdad ſignifies in the Per ffan Language a Fufti- 
ciary. It was the Surname and Title of Houſchenk II. a King of 
the fir Race of Princes, that reign'd in Perfia, who took from 
him the Name of Piſchdadiant. This Firit Race or Dynafty, if we 
may believe the Perfrans, was the greateſt in the World, inſomuch 
that it comprehended all the Kings that compos'd the Aſſyrian, 
Chaldean, Babylonian, Median, and Per fian Monarchies, 
SI one 
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one wou'd think, look upon Honours with ſome Con- 
tempt ; but the Thirſt of Dominion was ſo predominant 
in my Soul, that I made a Scruple of nothing to attain 
it. As I was Szamet's chief Favourite, I had every Mo- 
ment free Acceſs to him ; but. being weary of livin 

ſneakingly under him, I cruelly murther'd him, and eafi- 
ly ſeiz'd upon his Throne; after which I committed ſo 
many Crimes, that the World look'd upon me as an abo- 
minable Tyrant. There was no Violence, no Injuſtice 
that I ſtuck at, no new Puniſhment that I did not invent 
to deſtroy thoſe that pretended to oppoſe my Will; but 
Heaven, which was weary, no doubt, to fee me commit 
ſo many Crimes, was willing to humble me with a cruel 
Diſtemper.

than ſhe. Love danc'd inceſſantly in her Eyes, which 
ſeem'd more bright and ſhining than two Stars : An in- 
chanting Grace appear'd in all her Actions; her Smiles, 
her ordinary Words, her leaſt Motions, her Sighs, her 
Complaints, nay, her very Frowns and Contempts, had 
a certain Charm in them, that went directly to the Heart; 
and therefore you may judge, Madam, whether Ka7em 
had not Reaſon to think himſelf happy in the Poſſeſſion 
of ſo charming a Wife.

of other Nations put on. Nor is this Cuſtom only obſerv'd during 
their Life, but even after their Death; and the Imans and their 
Muezins, who are a kind of Vicars, or Currtes, are the Perſons 
that have the Care of waming their dead Bodiet.

ſooner, Madam, had I ſaid theſe Words, which but ill be- 
came my Character and Function, than my Hand, which 

was then upon her Face, mov'd involuntarily, ſo that 
my Finger, I kuow not how, ſlipt into her Mouth, and 

her Teeth clos'd upon it, and bit me ſo violently, that I 
could not forbear ſqualling grievouſly. My Aſtoniſhment 
was as preat as my Pain; for, notwithſtanding all my 

Endeavours, I could not get away my Hand, Twas to 
no Purpoſe to ask Pardon of the Prophet for my Inſo- 

lence, my Prayers were not heard: And therefore, to 
avoid Scandal, I e'en took a Reſolution to cut off my Fin- 
ger, which I accordingly did, and returned home all 
bloody, pretending I had done this unlucky Operation, 
whereof I was a long while ill, by ſome Awkwardneſs of 
my OWN. 

So odd a Puniſhment made me reflect a little, and apply 
myſelf ſo diligently to the Offices of my Function, that 
I was ſoon look'd upon as a Man much beloved by the 
Prophet; and I was ſo intirely addicted to Prayer, that 
whenever any Peaſon came into my Moſque, they al- 
ways found me either reading the Alcoran, or in ſome 
profound Meditation. 

So much Virtue and Piety rais'd the Envy of the other 
Imans : They ſet a young Woman to tempt me to defile 
myſelf with her; but I btavely withſtood the Temptation, 
ard ſent away the impudent Baggage with Threats: But 
ſhe being exaſperated at this manner of treating her, was 
reſolv'd to be reveng'd of me. To this Purpoſe ſne 
bandon'd herſelf to one of theſe /nans, and no ſooner did 
ſhe fiud her ſelf with Child, but carrying her Impudence 
to the higheſt Pitch, ſhe had the Hardineſs to accuſe me 
of having committed Violence upon her, even in the 
Moſque where I officiated. So groſs a Profanation as this 
enrag'd all the People againſt me; my Brother Inans had 
no Pity for me ; on the contrary, they by their Credit 
got me thrown into a dark and diſmal Duugeon, where 
I ſuffer'd moſt cruelly,until the Time that thisunhappy Wo- 
man was in Labour. The Cady carried me that Moment

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Declaration again, I ſhould certainly have been executed, 
had I not had recourſe to the ſame Prophet, that us'd 
me ſo ſeverely in the Caſe of that Widow. Mighty Ma- 
homet, ſaid I, (taking the Child in my Arms, which this 
ſlanderous Woman had juſt brought into the World) thou 
that art the true Father of Believers, the Source of Light 
and Truth, ſuffer not the Impoſtor to triumph over my 
Innocence ; but untie the Tongue of this Infant, that he 
himſelf may declare, who his true Father is. 

No ſooner had I ended this Prayer, which I ſpoke with 
much Fervency, and accompanied with my Tears, but,

faith ſhe again, that ever my Child come to this Fate 
But her Nurſery, turning to her, expreſs'd a different 
Sentiment of the Matter, You muſt learn, ſaid he to 
her, never to judge by Appearances : That fine Nobleman, 
whom you ſaw paſs by, is in reality guilty of the Crime, 
for which this Man is puniſh'd ;. his Innocence makes 
him eaſy under his Sufferings, and in the midſt of theſe 
Outrages, he is continually ſaying to himſelf, I am con- 
tent; God is ſufficient for me, and *tis He that will keep 
an Account of what I endure ; ſo that this Man by his 
Patience, and Refignation to the Will of God, has at- 
tain'd to a very eminent Degree of Merit, whereunto I 
wiſh with all my Heart that I may arrive.

Y Hair ſtood an end with Fear, when by the 
clear Moon-Light I cou'd ſee diſtinctly a 
Man ftark naked, ſtabb'd in thirty Places, and 
the Blood guſhing out from every Part of 
him.

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I agree to your Requeſt, anſwer'd the Apparition, and 
will come myſelf to give you Information of it; do you 
continue always to follow the Law of the great Prophet, 
to ſay the five Prayers appointed in the A/coran,to obſerve 
the Ablution ſo much recommended by Mahomet,and you 
ſhall ſee the terrible Day approach without Fear. When I 
awoke, I reported, this ſecond Apparition to four or five 
of my Friends ; but they did nothing but laugh at me, 
and wou'd give no Credit to it. As for myſelf, bein 
fully perſuaded that it was not the Effect of a heat 
e cee I apply'd my ſelf wholly to the Practice of 
good Actions, and to bring up the Child with Care, 
whoſe Education I had taken upon me. 

Twenty Years were paſs'd and gone, in all which Time

A rich Shepherd of this Village, who dwelt in the 
moſt pleaſant Part of it, where he had built him. a very 
commodious Houſe, was my Father; he called me Fez- 
dad, and Fortune, that was laviſh of her Favours, made 
me appear in thoſe Parts under the Form of one of the 
greateſt Beauties that had ever been ſeen in Greece.

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dark Foreſts, in Purſuit of the Fallow-Deer, ſcouring 
through our Woods, and had out run my Grey Hound, a 
very frightful Figure of a Shepherd met me. My Fear 
gave Wings to my Feet, and I run as faſt as I could; but 
the Monſter of a Man 1 me very nimbly, I found 
I could not truſt to my Heels, and therefore turn'd a- 
bout, and let fly a Dart at him: But as J had no ſure Hand, 
I miſs'd my Aim, and the Brute came up to me that Mo- 
ment, with an Intent no doubt to revenge my Contempt 
of him at the Expence of my Honour ; when a lovely 
fine Gentleman ran to my Cries, and cut his Head aſun- 
der with one Stroke of his Sabre. 

I was in ſuch a Trembling, when my Deliverer came 
to me, that I had fearce Strength to thank him, much 
leſs had I Power to reſiſt his Deſires ; and tho' he did not 
attack me with ſuch Brutality as did the inſolent Fellow 
he had juſt then kill'd, yet he was no leſs daring in his 
Enterprize, and attained the ſame End, but in a different 
Way. I had no ſooner recover'd my Spirits, than I was 
ſtruck with a moſt pungent Sorrow, and loaded him 
with a thouſand Reproaches for the horrid Deed he had 
done. My Tears, and repeated Cries, gave him no time 
to excuſe the Extravagances of his Paſſion; he was ap- 
prehenfive they would bring Company to the Place, and 
therefore he mounted his Horſe, and rode away as faſt as 
Lightning. 

T was to no purpoſe to tear my Hair, or disfigure my 
Face; my Deſpair was no Relief to my Sorrow, which 


every Day increaſed more and more, when I came to per-

So that as ſoon as I came to myſelf, I 
could read the Sentence of my Death in the Looks of 
every Spectator about me. 
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E Uneaſineſs of the State I was in, the 
Shame that would redound upon my Family, 

and the Fear of Puniſhment, all together, 
made ane miſcarry, ard hereupon I was ſoon 
convey'd to the Place of Execution; where, as a Victim 
to the brutal Paſſions of Men, I was to ſuffer certain 
Death: And, what was a great Addition to my Fathers 
Grief, he, by the Cuſtom eſtabliſh'd at Jolcos, was oblig'd 
to cut ſhort the Courſe of that unhappy Life, which him- 
ſelf had given me, under the Aſpe& of malevolent Stars. 
I invok'd Heaven with all Earneſtneſs : I beſeeched the 
Gods to make known my Innocence, and the Involun- 
tarineſs of my Crime: I call'd to Witneſs the Trees un- 
der which I unhappily chanc'd to be converſant w_ 
3 that 
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that raſ Man; but the Gods ſeem'd deaf to my Prayers, 
and I was reaching out my Neck to the Knife, which 
my Father held in his trembling Hand, when Prince Cou- 
/ouf Son to the late King of Joclos, and who himſelf 
about a Month before or upwards had aſcended the 
Throne, ſtopp'd my Father's Hand. Hold, Shepherd, ſaid 
he ; ſuſpend thy Reſentment, and obey no longer a Law 
that is too rigorous, and which I aboliſh this Moment, 
This beautiful young Woman is not culpable, and Hea- 
ven, that will not ſuffer the Innocent to be oppreſs'd, 
ſent me hither to ſave her Life.

This freſh Promiſe of 
Gebra's appeas d my Sorrow a little: She told me her 
Deſiga, and I liſten'd to her with Impatience. Cotza

The Actor, who repreſented the 
Favourite, was in good earneſt in Love with my Mother; 


and being not ignorant of her Virtue, he thought with. 


himſelt that as long as Ganem was alive, he cou'd have 


no Hopes of poſſeſſing her; and therefore, to get rid of 


a Man that he recion'd the only Obſtacle of his Happi- 
neſs, he invented one of the blackeſt Plots that ever was 
thought on ; for he ſharpen'd the Dagger wherewith my 


Father: 
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Father was to ſtab himſelf; ſo that when he came to 
the Conclufion of his Part, he ſtruck it with ſuch a Force, 
that it plunged into bis Body quite up to the Hilt. What 
a Surprize was he in, to fee his Blood guſh out upon 
my Mother's Face, that was then embracing him ! But 
knowing ſoon the Villany of the other Actor's Soul, he 
ſeiz'd him by the Throat, and gave him ſeveral Blows 
with the ſame Weapon, which laid him flat upon the 
Ground ; and that Moment himſelf expiring, had only 
Time to put the Poniard into my Mother's Hand, figni- 
fying thereby plainly enough what he meant ſhe ſhould 
do. Her Rage made her almoſt diſtrated ; ſhe ran to 
the Aſſaſſin that Moment, and taking the Advantage of 
his Fall and Wounds, threw herſelf upon him, ſtabb'd 
him in a thouſand Places, and ſo reveng'd my Father's 
Death, who had juſt expir'd in my Arms. 

Never was there a Scene in reality blood ier than this, 
and it had like to have been more ſo, had not I ſeiz'd 
the Dagger as my Mother was turning it to her Breaſt, 
and immediately wreſted it out of her Hand, She then. 
threw herſelf upon my Father's Body, fetching ſuck 
Sighs as wou'd ſoften the moſt obdurate Heart; nor was 
there indeed any of the Spectators that did not ſhed 
Tears in abundance at ſo ſad and affecting a Sight.) »m-: 

What more ſhall I ſay, my dear Yam? continued the 
Sultana : Ever after that fatal Day my Mother deteſted her 
Profeſſion; and having ſpent a conſiderable Time in be- 
wailing her Loſs of Ganem, ſhe reſolv'd to return again 
to Cole ; and in caſe her Father wou'd not pardon her 
running away, there to put an End to her Life ; accord- 
ingly we went on board the firſt Veſſel which ſet Sail 
for that Iſland, and had a very favourable Wind, when 
we diſcover*d two Pirate-Ships making full at us. 

As every one chuſes to loſe his Life rather than his 
Liberty, we made ready to engage them with great 
Courage; the Fight was bloody, but, for all the Reſiſtance 
that we cou'd make, which indeed was more than cre- 
dible, the Pirates in a ſhort time became our Maſters, 
and maſſacred all that oppos'd their Fury. 

It was not enough for me to be depriv'd of my Li- 
berty ; mine was the hard Fate to loſe my Mother like- 
wile, in the Heat of the Action; who being wounded — 
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the Breaſt with an Arrow, died in my Arms, who was 


able to give her no Relief. What became of me that 


Moment, my dear Ywvam, I cannot tell; I fell into a 
Swoon, and when I came to myſelf, found that I was 
in the Pirates Veſſel, and that they had thrown my Mo- 
ther's Body over-board. This redoubled my Sighs and 
Tears; many reproachful Things I ſaid againſt theſe 
Barbarians, but they underſtood me not, and made the 
beſt of their Way for the Coaſt of Egypt. 

As Beauty has a Power to overcome the moſt ſavage 
and cruel Nations, theſe Pirates look'd at me withAdmi- 
ration; the Majeſty that appear'd in all my Perſon, and 
the innumerable Graces that adorn'd me, made ſuch an 
Impreſſion upon their Hearts, that they cou'd not turn 
their Eyes from looking upon me, inſomuch that they 
even ſometimes forgot to take Care of the Veſſel. 

Though the Grief I was in, had made a great Altera- 
tion in me, yet I cou'd ſee nothing in all their Actions 
but Surprize, and was ſeveral times for taking the Ad- 
vantage of the Aſtoniſhment they were in, to throw my- 
ſelf into the Sea; but they perceiving my Deſign, carri- 
ed me down into a Cabbin, where there cou'd be no 
Danger of my doing myſelf any Miſchief, They then 
came down one by one to take a View of me; and as if 


they aim'd at the Poſſeſſion of my Perſon, and every 


one thought he had a Right to pretend to it, they firſt 
began to diſpute the Matter over ſeriouſly ; but a Quar- 
rel ariſing, they fell to abuſing one another; from Words 
they proceeded to Blows, and ſo in a ſhort time there 
was to be ſeen on our Deck one of the moſt bloody 
Fights that can be imagin'd. The Pirates of the other 
Ship, ſurpriz'd at this crue! Diviſion, were coming on 
board us to make Peace: But inſtead of ending the Quar- 
rel they fomented it, and diſputing the Honour of my 
Conqueſt, they fell upon one another with ſuch Rage 
and Fury, that, in leſs than three Hours Time, they 
were almoſ all dead of their Wounds ; ſo that I was left 
alone in one Veſſel, whilſt the other, that was almoſt 
empty, was bearing away before the Wind. 

Since the Death of my Mother, I had been very indit- 
ferent to every thing I ſaw, and better pleas'd to be 
left to the Diſcretion of Sea and Sea-Monſters, = 
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theſe Pirates, who waited my Death with a deal of Un- 
concern, when I found myſelf very inclinable to fall 
aſleep : I laid me down therefore, very regardleſs what 
Fate might determine for me, and fell into a Dream, 
that had ſomething uncommon in it: I fancied I was 
upon the Deck of the little Veſſel I was in, and ſaw a mag - 
nificent Chariot riſing out of the Sea, all ſhining with 
Mother of Pearl, and drawn by four Sea-Monſters much 
like our Horſes. In the middle of the Chariot there ſat 
a Man half naked, of a venerable AſpeQ ; a large Beard

I was wonderfully pleas'd with my Dream, 
and could not forbear looking upon this extraordinary 
Sight, when this Man lifted up his Eyes to Heaven, and 
reading ' there doubtleſs the Misfortunes that threaten'd 
my Life, he ſhed ſome Tears, and look'd upon me with 
extreme Pity : How do I bewail thee, unhappy A/i/chank!

wide Gulf, where be and all his Retinue were loſt. The 
Winds then began to blow terribly, the Sea that before 


was calm, grew boifterous ; Mountains of Water carried 


the Veſſel as high as Heaven, and in an Inſtant threw it 
down into thoſe Abyſſes, that in all Probability were to 
be my Grave. The Thunder, which made an hideous 
Roaring, and the violent Toſſings of the Ship, awoke me 
that Inſtant, and I ſoon perceiv'd that the End of my 
Dream was too certainly come to pals,

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The Fifteenth: Evening. 


The farther Continuation of the Adven- 
tures of the Sultana ALISCHANK. 


URING this terrible Storm, which laſted two 

Days and two Nights, and all the while drove my 
Veſſel into open Sea, the Water came in on every Side, 
and threw me at laſt upon a Rock, where the Love of 
Life, which Nature inſpires us with in Danger, made me 
forget my Inſenſibility, and ſeize upon a Plank of the 
Ship which was now broke into a thouſand Pieces; and 
ſuffering myſelf to drive where Fortune ſhould pleaſe to 
dire& me, I was at length caſt on Shore at the Foot of 
a Mountain, that was inhabited by Savages. Some of 
their Women happen'd luckily to be on the Coaſt, when 
I was come aſhore ; they made. me throw up the Water 
J had ſwallow'd, and perceiving that there were ſome 
Signs of Life in me, carried me into their Cottages, 
where they took great Care to warm me. 

Mine Eyes, tho' covered with the Shadow of Death, 
ſtill reſembled the Brightneſs of half-rough or ill-po- 
liſh'd Diamonds, which have not ſo good a Luſtre as 
others ; and my Lips, which before out-vied the Coral, 
were then of a violet Colour; but for all this Cloud that 
disfigured my Beauty, theſe Barbarians were ſo taken 
with it, that they ſpared for nothing to preſerve my Life. 

As ſoon as I had recover'd the Uſe of my Senſes, how 
e was my Sorrow, to find myſelf in the Arms of 
ſuch frightful Figures of Women, that ſcarce could be 


call'd human ! Their Language was liker the Howling of | 


wild Beaſts than any thing elſe; and, as I could not un- 
derſtand what they ſaid, I anſwer'd them only in Sighs, 
which diſcover'd my Affliction; for indeed the Evil I had 
ſuffer'd had almoſt depriv'd me of the Uſe of Speech. 
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For the eight firſt Days, wherein theſe Women, as well 
as their Huſbands, us'd all kind Offices to recover me 
from the cruel Fatigue I had undergone ; I cou'd per- 
ceive that my Honour was ſafe among them, and was 
the more convinc'd of it, by the ſeveral Sorts of Ado- 
ration which they paid to me, as a Deity. 

My Sorrow at length began to wear off, Chearfulneſs 
made me appear a thouſand times more beautiful ; my 
Charms recover'd their former Luſtre, and arming my- 
ſelf with Conſtancy againſt the Aſſaults of Fortune, I 
was reſolv'd to bear with Courage whatever Calamities 
I had ſtill to undergo. I therefore began to accuſtom 
myſelf to this extraordinary kind of Life, and in leſs than 
four Months underſtood enough of theſe Iſlanders Lan- 
guage to comprehend their Meaning, 

I came then to be inform'd that their Cuſtom was, 
in light little Barks, to ſcour along the Seas, and to ſell 
all the Slaves they cou'd find, and that their firſt Inten- 
tion was to have us'd me in the ſame manner ; but upon 
the Sight of ſo many Charms and Graces in my Face, 
they look'd upon me as their tutelar Goddeſs ; and they 
were ſo far from ſelling me, that they would treat me as 
their Queen, while I continu'd among them, and wou'd 
expoſe themſelves to any Danger for the Preſervation of 
my Life and Honour. P 

I was not a little pleas'd to know the kind Intentions 
of theſe Savages ; I defir'd them to perſiſt in their fa- 
vourable Sentiments of me, and promis'd to requite them 
with all the Gratitude 1 was able. From that Time I en- 
deavour'd to civilize them as much as I cou'd, and to 
teach them my Language. I inform'd them of the 
Cuſtoms that were among us Indians, and ſhew'd them 
how to dreſs their Meat according to our Faſhion; all 
which made theſe good People look upon me with Ad- 
miration. When I found myſelf in a good Humour, I 
wou'd ſometimes a& by myſelf whole Comedies to them, 
This pleas'd them mightily, beſides that it amus'd me at 
the ſame time that it increaſed their Love of me: And 
in this manner I liv'd with them for a Year, umil on a 
certain Day, which they kept as a Feſtival, their Ene- 
mies made a Deſcent upon the Iſland, and took me away 
from them, Methinks I yet ſee the Diſtraction theſe 
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poor Savages were in ; they rais'd terrible Cries, purſu'd 
their Enemies with an inconceivable Fury, and facrific'd 
to their Rage every thing that oppos'd their Valour ; but 


all their Efforts were in vain ; I was put into a Barque, 


and carried to anIſland not far diſtant from thence; but as 
ſoon as I was well got on Shore, the little Fleet of theſe 
Iſlanders came after me and landed. Never was there a 
Battle fought with ſo much Intrepidity as this ; they 
made a terrible Slaughter among my Raviſhers, and after 
they had ſet their Habitations on Fire, carried me tri. 
umphantly to a Barque, which ſet me in the middle of 


their Fleet, while they were rending the Air with Accla- 


mations of Joy; and ſo made the beſt of their Way to 
their own Iſland. I cannot, my dear Ivan, continu'd 
the Sultana, repreſent to you the great Satisfaction it 
gave me, to ſee the Kind-heartedneſs of theſe poor Sa- 
vages ; and I was returning them my Thanks in the moſt 
affectionate Terms, when a terrible Storm aroſe that di- 
ſperſed all our Fleet, and drove the Veſſel I was in toSea, 
notwithſtanding I had ten or twelve Savages on board, 
who us'd all their Skill and Dexterity to make the Land. 

The more the Storm increaſed, the farther we were 
driven from the Iſland; and it laſted ſo long, and blew 
ſo hard, that in leſs than four Days we were very near 
five hundred Leagues from home. At laſt we were thrown 
upon a Rock not far diſtant from Land, and there we 
went aſhore ; but we were all ſo weak with Hunger and 
Fatigue, that we could hardly ſupport ourſelves. My 
Iſlanders found ſome Turtles, and eat them raw ; but as 
for me, I was ſo afflicted with this freſh Misfortune, 
that my Thoughts ran on nothing but dying. The poor 
Savages were in vaſt Concern to ſee me in ſuch Dejection; 
they did all they could to comfort me with the Hopes 
of recovering theirliland again, and one of them brought 
me a great Piece of an Honeycomb he had found in the 


Cliff of a Rock, which he begg'd me to eat. The 


Nouriſhment of that recovered the Strength ] had loft, 
and being reſoly'd to advance with them into the Coun- 
try, we drew our Barque aſhore, and covered it among 
the Weeds, and traverſed ſeveral Places of the Country, 
without diſcovering that it was inhabited. Wecame at 
laſt to a high Point of Ground, from whence we could diſ- 

cern 
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cern ſome Huts; and ſo returning the Way we had come, 
we ran our Barque to Sea again: We coaſted along the 
Shore till we came over-againit them, and were going 
to land, when we were ſurpriz'd by three Brigantines that 
had hid themſelves behind a Rock, and were then put- 
ting out to Sea. My Savages were firſt for preparing to 
defend themſelves, but I begg'd them not to venture 
their Lives in ſuch an unequal Fight, which they com- 
ply'd with ; and ſo we went on board one of the Bri- 
gantines with a good Grace: But how great was my 
Grief to ſee theſe poor Creatures immediately loaded 
with Chains! My Cries were enough to make the moſt 
inhuman Heart relent ; but I was got among a Parcel 
of Barbarians, that were more cruel than wild Beaſts. I 
underſtood not their Language ; they 2 not my 
Tears, and as my Iſlanders could not help ſhewing, by 
their furious Looks, their Reſentment of the others 
Breach of Faith, the perfidious Villains maſſacred them 
before mine Eyes, and gave me to underſtand that they 
would treat me in the ſame manner, unleſs I dried up 
my Tears, I wou'd gladly have thrown myſelf into the 
Sea, but to prevent me from doing that, they chained 
me down ; and after a Month's Sail, wherein they threa- 
tened my Honour, unleſs I would take ſome Nouriſh- 
ment, they ſold me to a Slave-Merchant, who brought 
me over into China. | 

I muſt own to you, my dear Jam, continu'd the Sul- 
tana, that of all my Misfortunes, nothing ever touch'd 
me ſo feelingly, as the Loſs of my Iflanders; I fell into 
a great Dejection of Spirit, which alarmed the Merchant, 
and, as my Melancholy made a great Alteration in my 
Beauty, he thought the only Way to cure it, was to let 
me know that he defign'd me for the King of China's 
Seraglio ; but that Honour did not flatter my Vanity, and 
I came to * Cambalu, juſt as a Victim is brought to 
the Altar, 

Tis a Cuſtom, as you cannot but know, on a certain 
Day appointed for that Purpoſe, to have all the young 
Women who are to be preſented to that Monarch, ap- 


* Cambalu and Peking are both the ſame City, the Capital of 
Cotay, which is in the North Part cf China, 
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pear in a large ouc-Room of the Palace; but that there 
may be no Art in the Caſe, that Day they are all dreſs'd 
alike, and the Prime Viſier is at the Expence of it. The 
Sultan of China, who, as you know, 1s very old, and 
much more homely, had ſeveral times gone along the 
Room diiguis'd like a Woman, to take a near View and 
Examination of us; after that, putting on his Robes all 
beſet with the moſt refulgent precious Stoues, he ſeated 
himſelf upon his Throne, and making us paſs in Review 
before him, gave a Sign to the Viſier, when any one had 
the Honour to pleaſe him, to put us within the Rails of 
his Throne. We were above an hundred and fifty in all, 
but the Sultan took only three for himſelf, whereof I had 
the Misfortune to be one: As to the others, he bought 


about ſixty of them, which he preſented among his chief 


Officers, and the reſt he ordered to be ſent away.

HE extreme Melancholy which appear'd in my

Ah! my dear A/i/chank, replied the amorous Monarch, 
that Aſſurance has reſtor'd my Life. What ſhall I ſay, 
Yoam ? continu'd the Sultana ? after a great many civil 
Denials, I promis'd at laſt to gratify the King's ardent 
Defires ;- and as ſoon as he had receiv'd this agreeable 
News, I was put into the H: nds of ſeven old Slaves of 
the Seraglio, who are appointed to attend on Favourites. 
They conducted me to a Bath, and afterwards to the 
King of China's Apartment, who expe@ed me with great 
Impatience ; and as ſoon as I edter'd the Chamber, he ran 
to me, and diſmiſſing the Slaves, help'd to undreſs me 
himſelf, and intreated me to come to Bed.

Why 1s not he the Sultan of China? or why may not I 

live with him out of the Seraglio, and be eas'd of all this 

Grandeur, which 1s but a Burden to me? | 

This, Madam, continu'd Fum- Hoam, is what I heard 
the beautiful 4/;/chank relate, when I was in the Form 
of an Ape: I ſhall now proceed to inform your Majeſty 
of the Sultana's other Adventures. 

Love ever makes happy Lovers blind, as 4/;/chank and 
Nam were but too fad an Inftance. That beautiful Per- 
{on forgot all her Melancholy in the Arms of my Ma- 
ſter, but ſhe forgot at the ſame time the Laws of Ho- 
nour and her Duty. Ador'd, as ſhe was, by one of the 
moſt powerful Monarchs upon Earth, ſhe cou'd want no- 
thing that tended to her Satisfaction; but ſhe made a 3 
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uſe of it. The immenſe Riches that ſhe had at her Diſ- 


poſal, the exceſſive Honours that were perpetually paid 
her, and the tender Love which her Huſband had for 


her, all this could not make her enter into herſelf: ſhe 
had nothing in her Thoughts but her dear Yam, and 
how to devote thoſe Nights to him that ſhe did not paſs 
with the Sultan.

Gabao had Time enough to recover his Surprize, but 
was ſo mov'd to ſee the Queen in a Diſguiſe ſo incon- 
ſiſtent with her Honour, and wherein ſhe diſcover'd ſo 
many Charms, that he cou'd not forbear conceiving De- 
fires, which (how indecent ſoever they were) could not 
but convince her of the Fright he was in. The Eunuch's 
raſh aad indiſcreet Diſcourie, ſome Actions in him alit- 


tle too free, and to which ſhe herſelf perhaps gave Occa- 


ſion, made her inſtantly take this Expedient to get from 
him: She puſh'd him away with great Contempt, ſeem'd 
violently.enrag'd at hisIn{olence, and treated him in ſhort 


with ſuch an haughty Air, that ke durſt no longer hold 
her 
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her in his profane Arms; and ſhe taking the Opportu-

An Order of ſo ſingular a Nature made the Sultan 
laugh very heartily ; he.confirm'd to the Queen the Pre- 
{ent he had made her of the chief of his Eunuchs, and 
began to divert himſelf by aſking him a thouſand Que- 
ſtions about the Duties of his Office, but cou'd not draw 
ſo much as one Word from him. At every Queſtion 


that the King aſk'd, the Queen caſt a furious Look upon 


Gaabo, who was ſorely vex'd at this Propoſition of hers, 


but for his Heart he knew not what to do. If he open d

the Sultan's Preſence, ſhe found all her Hatred againſt 
Gabao waken in her Breaſt, while he lay proſtrate upon 
the Ground, not daring to lift up his Eyes towards her, 
and having his Blood chill'd in his Veins for Fear. Riſe 
up, ſaid ſhe, and follow me: He readily obey'd her, and 
was two Days together expos'd to all the Queſtions of the 
Sultana's Slaves without ſpeaking one Word. On the 
third Day, Aliſchanꝶ went into the Gardens, and ſtaid 
there till almoſt Night, ſeemingly very eaſy and well 
pleas'd with every thing, when all on a ſudden ſhe had a 
Fancy to bathe herſelf in the Canal.

One Day as-I was in a Soldier's Dreſs, 
to act a Sort of a Pully, and ſtanding at the Play-houſe 
Door, a Company of Iadians began to quariel with one 
another, and in a Moment's time twelve or fifteen Sa- 
bres were drawn. I forſooth, could not endure to be 
an idle Spectator in this Scene, but long'd to be in the 
midſt of them; and therefore taking my Sabre in my 
Hand, 1 laid about me as others did, but could do no 
mou Hurt to thoſe I encounter'd, becauſe my Sabre was 

ut of Wood. One of theſe Brutes, being in a violent 
Paſſion at a Blow I had given him on the Face, made no 
Diſtinction whether I was a Man or anApe ;. but with a 


back Stroke of his Sabre took off my Head, and fo 1 


died in the Combat, and occaſion'd much Grief among 
all the Comedians, becauſe I brought them in a great 
deal of Money. | 


Ah ! what a pity was that ! cry'd the Queen of Gan- 
nan; a murrain take that hot-headed Fellow for his Pains, 
The Adventures however of the Ape, and the Sultana Aliſ- 
chank, have been very entertaining; nor ſhou'd I grudge 
to hear a farther Account of the unlucky Pranks of that 
Animal. They were innumerable, Madam, anſwered 
the Mandarin Fum-Hoam ; but ſuch little Storics would 
only tire your Majeſiys Patience, for which Reaſon J 
hawe omitted a thouſand little Tricks, ſuch as I, fince the 
Time that I wes an Ape, have imitated, and which have 
nothing obſervable in them; with your Permiſſion then, 
J avill paſs on to ſome new Adventures. With all my 
Heart, anſwer'd Gulchenraz; I take a great Pleaſure 
in bearing you relate them.

S ſoon as I left the Body of the Ape Moroug, I 

found myſelf in a Moment tranſported into Far. 

tary, and I anunated the Body of a Midwife's Daughter 
at Aftracan (a), who had not many Scruples about her 
own Conduct; and the firſt Years of my Youth. ſhe 
knew how to employ much to her own Humour and 
Advantage, for ſhe inſtructed me perfectly in the Art of 
pleaſing.

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out. Affectation, to appear with a full or fide Face beſt, 
and to adjuſt my Veil with an Air: In ſhort, Madam, 
1t feem'd to me as if ſome inviſible Being gave Life to 
Try Motions and Actions, that all the conſtituent Parts 
of them were poliſh'd by the Hand of this able Maſter ; 
and I chang'd myſelf into fo many different Forms, that 
1 ſometimes look'd upon them with Admiration, and (if 
J may fo fay) even ador'd my own Hand, that knew 
how to infuſe the Soul of all Beauties into a Body deſee- 
tive enough of itſelf. Theſe were the Snares that I laid 
with ſo much Addreſs, and wherein I caught and re- 
tain'd my Admirers. You wou'd be almoſt aſtoniſh'd, 
for Inſtance, Madam, to ſee a Lover I had juſt ſmil'd on 
tenderly, go out of his Senſes, and ſeem as much in- 
chanted, as if he had got into ſome great Magician's 
Circle, I chang'd one into a Lion by my Contempt; 
another into a Dog by his Tractableneſs to the leaſt Sign 
JI gave; another into a Hare by his Fearfulneſs, and his 
Dread of diſpleaſing me, or being badly us'd by his Ri- 
vals; and almoſt all into ſuch obſcene Beaſts as only 
take Pleaſure in-Mire and Dirt, 

If the Love of a fine virtuous young Lady raiſes the 
Hearts of her Adorers, makes Heroes of them, and 
ſtrikes as it were, the Sparks of Bravery and Generoſity 
cut of them; the Paſſion which Men have for a Coquet, 
- ſuch as I was, being widely diſtant from the Paths of 
Honour, not only deſtroys the Seeds of Virtue, but car- 
ries prevailing Vices to the laſt Extremity. 

My Houſe was the greateſt Rendezvous of all the vici- 
ous Youth in Afracan. Gaming and Aſſemblies every 
Night, under the Protection of a Cady, furniſh'd them 
with all Sorts of Diverſion, and I was the only Subject 
of Diſcourſes, the amorous Looks and Thoughts of all

twenty Years of Age, who had over his Face a double 
Veil.

Seem'd to be in no ſmall Concern, when the Man 
encourag'd me with theſe Words: Be not afraid, ſaid 
he ; only make ready to deliver a Woman of a Child 
in the Chamber, to which I ſhall conduct you.

She play'd at the Mall, the Day that I arrived in the 
City; and I muſt own to you, Madam, that from that 
Moment I loſt my Liberty; nay, I turn'd in a manner 
diſtracted, and when I came into the good Woman's 
Houſe, that my Governor had hired for me, I threw my- 
ſelf upon my Sofa, and paſt the reſt of the Day, and all 
the next Night, in very great Diſorder.

You may imagine, Madam, my Surprize, and the 
King of Pegu's Paſſion. It was in vain for him to make 
uſe of his Authority, ſhe matter'd it not, and gave him 
to underſtand, that ſhe would ſtab herſelf to the Heart 
rather than give me her Hand. After I had try'd for 
hve or ſix Days, by all Methods of Submiſſion, to ap- 
peaſe her Anger, but in vain, I fell into the utmoſt Deſ- 
pair, and was for making ſome Attempts upon my Life, 
and -puniſhing' one Polly by another, when my Gover- 
nor pull'd me by the Arm: Sir, ſaid he, I will revenge

The Taylor went out, and about an Hour after the 
Princeſs of Pegu hearing a great Noiſe in the Street, went 
to the Window, juſt as J was paſſing by the Door. Sur- 
priz'd to ſee ſo beautiful a Perſon, I look'd very earneſtly 


at her, I inquir'd. who ſhe was, which put her into a 
great Confuſion ; ſhe retir'd from the Window full of 
Vexation ; I proceeded on my Way, and as ſoon as the 


fiſt Hurry of her Paſhon was over, ſhe. could not for- 
bear ſhedding a Torrent of Tears. O Heavens! cry'd 
ſhe to herſelf, had it not been for my fooliſh Whimſeys,

My Father did ſuch 
wonderful Cures, that they eſteem'd him as a divinePer- 
ſon ; and as I had a great Fancy for the Profeſſion, he 
took care to inftrut me in it. When I came to fifteen 
Years of Age, Banou Raſſid, (aid he to me very often, 
there's no acquiring the Sciences without the Watchful- 
neſs of a Crow, the Greedineſs of a Swine, the Patience 
of a Dog, and the Fawnings of a Cat. If you know 
theſe Precepts perfectly, you will one Day or other be- 
come a great Man ; but if you do not, you'll be always 
little and mean, and never diſtinguiſh yourſelf in any 
kind of Life whatever. Enamour'd with theſe Maxims, 
I apply'd myſelf intirely to my Studies, and in leſs than 
ten Years made ſo great Proficiency in that Science, that 
after my Father's Death I was nam'd to be one of the 
King of Aftracan's Phyſicians. I was hardly eight-and- 
twenty Years old, when I acquitted myſelf in that Em- 
ploy with infinite good Succeſs, and had got ſo far into 
the Sultan's good Graces, that I became his Favourite. 
That Monarch lov'd me ſo exceedingly, that he cou'd 
not live without my Company, and therefore allow'd me 
the only Privilege of going into the inner Apartments of 
the Seraglio at any Hour of the Day. The chief Reaſon 
why he allow'd me Admittance into a Place that was 
prohibited to every Man beſides, was his Knowledge of 
3 my 
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my ſtrong Averſion to the Sex, and how I deteſted the 
horrid Effects of Love. I had read ſo much of the 
Diſaſters that uſually follow this ſtrange Paſſion, that I 
guarded myſelf againſt it, and had taken a firm Reſolu- 
tion never to let my Heart be ſurpriz'd; and when 
the Sultan was uſed to rally me upon my Inſenſibility 
that Way, Sir, ſaid I to him, I do not hate Women, but 
I fear them. They may diſturb the Quiet of my Life, 
and *tis for this Reaſon that I look upon them with 
ſach Indifference ; God grant that I may peſervere in the 
Deſign I have taken of preſerving my Liberty ! This, 
Madam, in a great Meaſure, is the Subject of the Con- 
verſation I often had with the Sultan; and one Day as 
we were talking together, much to the ſame Purpoſe, 
News was brought him that his Prime Viſier Houſſan- 
Ben- San was fallen into a kind of Madneſs, that ſeveral 
times had ſeiz d him very violently ; and having a tender 
Love for the Viſier, he order'd me to run to his Aﬀiſt- 
ance. The News that was brought the Sultan was but 
too true; I found Howan-Ben-San fo very delirious, that 
T was forced to have him ty'd down. His Madneſs in- 
creas'd every Moment, and 'twas ſeven or eight Hours 
after I had let him Blood in the Foot, before he began to 
recover his Senſes. FHanou Raid, ſaid he to me, you ſee 
me juſt going to appear before the Tribunal of God; I 
feel already the cold and freezing Wind of Death, that 
blows it at the Side of my Bed, and all the Art of Phy- 
lick is not able to fave my Life. Sir, ſaid J, your Diſtem- 
per is not io incurable as you imagine; only endeavour to 
overcome this melancholy Humour that gets the better 
of you: Is there any one in all Aſtracan, that has more 
Reaſon to be content than you? Ah! my dear Friend, 
ſaid he, iqueezing my Hand, how deceitful are Appear- 
ances! There is no Perſon that ought, to all human Per- 
ception, de better ſatisfy'd with his Fortune than I; I 
have more Riches than a Man need defire ; my Seraglio 
is full of the faireſt Circaſſian Women; my Daughter (the 
only one I have) is a Beauty not inferior to the Hourzs. 
This is the bright Outſide of my Family; but a Worm 
that has been gnawing me above this Thirty Years, calls 
perpetually to my Remembrance a Chain of Crimes, that 
- 12865 mae even dread myſelf. Since that fatal Day I 
have 
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have never once taſted true Repoſe ; but always torment- 
ed with the cruel Motions of the Suiderez, I ſee before 
mine Eyes the frightful Ghoſts of a Siſter and her Son 
that I have barbarouſly murder'd ? Their Blood, and the 
Blood of one of our Sultans, riſes up every Moment 
againſt me. I tremble when I think, that within a few 
Hours they will be upbraiding me with my Inhuma- 
nity, before the Tribunal of God. Ah, my dear Bazou 
Raffid! what Anſwer ſhall I make to the Sovereign Judge 
of all our Actions? Can I think (though the Sorrow I 
feel for having committed the Crimes that now lie 
heavy upon me, be never ſo great) but that he'll hear 
thejuſt Complaints of theſe unhappy Victims of my Fu- 
ry ? But theſe things are ſo many Enigmas to you, which 
I muſt explain.

Y Father, you cannot but remember, my dear 
MI Banou Raſſid, ſaid the Viſiter, was Favourite to 
Facreddin, Father to the Sultan Mouza-Cazem our pre- 
ſent King; but perhaps, you do not know that Facreddin 
had two Sons, Mouza-Cazem the younger, and Alacou 
the elder, of whom we have not heard any thing for 
above thirty Years paſt.

Carry'd my Reſentment a little too high, continued

been all the while he lay fo ſenſeleſs; he told them 
that he was juſt come from the CouxrRY of Souls; 
that by an extraordinary Favour, never 3 to an 
Perſon but himſelf, the Sovereign of the Kingdom, whoſe 
Name was Pat-Koot- Parocat, had permitted him to re- 
turn to his own Iſland, to bring back an Account of a 
Country, which, till then, had never been diſcovered ; .

HIS, faid my Comrade, is the Account which our

« cept of the Preſents we bring you from the Country of 
„ the Living, and to receive us among the Number of 
your Friends. | 

Theſe humble and ſubmiſſive Words touch'd the Heart 
of Pat-Koot-Parout ; he ſeem'd ſenſible of my Grief, re- 
ceiv'd my Preſents, bade me take Courage, and to 
crown his Favour, and my Conſolation, gave me Aſſu- 
rance, that before my Departure he wou'd give me my 
Son's Soul again, In the mean time, he was pleas'd to 
regale me and my Companions with an excellent Liquor 
he had in his Hut; and we drank it with the greater 
Pleaſure, | becauſe in a Moment it reſtor'd us to the 
Strength we had loft in ſo laborious a Journey. 

While we were thus rejoicing, and refreſhing ourſelves 
with him, the Soul of my Son came; I knew the Voice, 
and was ready to die for Joy ; but while I was * 
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the Giant to give it me to carry back to his Body, it 
grew in an Inſtant as big as an Apple: Whereupon, he 
took it in his Hands and thruſting it into a little Leathern 
Bag, which he tied with a Pack-thread, he hung it about 


my Neck, and gave us Audience of Leave, with a ſtrict 


Injunction, as ſoon as we arrived in our Iſland, to lay 
my Son's Body along in a quite new Hut, and to open

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the Ragouts, and eſpecially an excellent Diſh of Partridge 
with Coleworts, was not after the manner of his Cook's 
Dreſſing, had him call'd up; and underſtanding that the 
Fakir had dreſs'd part of his Dinner, he propoſed to take 
him into his Service. Barza/u who was already weary 
of the Profeſſion of a Fakir, accepted the Prince's Offer 
and as he wanted no Wit, he ſoon inſinuated himſelf 
into his good Graces, was made privy to his Pleaſures, 
and even ſometimes admitted to fit at his Table. Sir, ſaid 
he one Day, I do not confine my Talents to the Kitchen 
only; I am capable of ſomething greater. This, if you 
Pleaſe, is A Treatiſe of Politicks, wrote by me, which I 
would beg your Highneſs to read, and then favour me 
with your Opinion of it. The Prince had the Com- 
plaiſance to read the Fakir's Manuſcript ; he found all 
his Maxims very.excellent, but oftentimes dangerous ; and 
making every Day further Trials of his Capacity, (as ſoon 
as he arriv'd at Mazulipatan) he introduced him to the 
Sultan of the Indies, whoſe near Relation he was, and re- 
commended him as a Man of excellent Merit. The Sul- 
tan was mightily taken with him, found a ſuperior Ge- 
nius in him, raiſed him, by degrees, to be Prime Viſier, 
and blindly committed to him the Adminiſtration of the 
whole Kingdom.

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himſelf, without Reſerve, to the perfidious Villain. They 3 
frequently made their Debauches together, and one Day, N 
after an Entertainment, that had laſted ten or twelve 
Hours, Me ſdouen was taken with a violent Fit of the Co- 
lick; which the Phyſicians treating as if it had been an 
Indigeſtion, in two Days time it carried him off, not- 
withſtanding all their Endeavours to relieve him. Barxalu 
appear'd in publick extremely afflifted for the Death of 
this Prince, but became more powerful with the Sultan 
than ever, and got ſuch an entire Poſſeſſion of that Mo- 
narch, that wichout Aſſiſtance and Introduction there 
was no approaching him. 

In this Diſpoſition of Affairs, you may eaſily conceive, 
Madam, continu'd Fum-Hoam, with what Eye he look'd 
upon the late Favours conferr'd on Takfur: He was re- 
ſolv'd by all manner of Means to ruin him, and was 
reſtrain'd by nothing but the Paſſion he conceiv'd for ; | 
Dardot, whom he had often ſeen making her Court to 
the Sultana. He knew not well, at firſt, how to make 
a Declaration of his Love to her; he was {atisfied ſhe was 
virtuous, and had a terrible Notion of her Wit, leſt ſhe 
ſhould turn his Profeſſions into Ridicule ; he had therefore 
ſeveral private Converſations with her, affected to im- 
part to her what paſſed in the Divan, nay, he frequently 
conſulted her about matters of Policy ; and perceiving 
that ſhe heard him with Pleaſure, but did not anſwer 
his Inclinations, he gave her to underſtand, at laſt, that 
being abſolute Maſter of the Sultan's Will, he had nothing

* you ſee me !' No, truly Sir, ſaid ſhe, with a louder 
* Laughter than before; there is none but my Huſband 
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© that has a Right to my Heart; *tis all his own, and I 
© know no Perſon, how high ſoever his Condition is, 
© that ſhall attempt my Virtue with Impunity ; that 
Moment [I'll be revenged of him.“ And what will you 
do to him? reply'd the Viſiter with ſome Warmth : 
© Not only receive him very ſcornfully, anſwer'd the 
other with great Seriouſneſs, but immediately publiſh 
© his Extravagance throughout all Mazu/ipatan, and even 
© demand Juſtice of the Sultan himſelf for the Inſult ; 
© and that virtuous Monarch is too much an Enemy to 
Seduction and Adultery, to ſuffer the Author of ſuch an 
© outrageous Act to go unpuniſt'd.”? 

The Blood fluſh'd in Baazalu's Face at theſe Words, 
he bit his Lips almoſt through and through, to hinder 
his Spleen from riſing ; and that grand Politician, defeat- 
ed by the briſk Air and lofty Repulſe of my young Mi- 
ſtreſs, left her haſtily, pretending it was time to be at 
the Divan ; and went out mad with Rape, and with a 


Converſation from which he expected otherwiſe Succeſs. 


For ſome Months, however, he diſſembled the Concern 
that this Aﬀront gave him; but the Sultan, one day,

Under 
what unlucky Planet was I born, ſaid I to myſelf, thus 
to be always expoſed to the cruel Shafts of Fortune ? 
Or is it wrote upon the Table of Light, that I ſhall never 

ſucceed in any Project I go about? 
Quite funk with theſe melancholy Reflections, I fell 
aſleep upon a Sofa, and had a very particular Dream, 
H 2 Methought 
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Methought, there appeared to me a little old Man all 
dreſs'd in white: Corcud, ſaid he to me, I have a mind 
to put an End to your Miſery ; take this Baſket, go to the 
Mountain of * Gerahem ; ſtay one Night in Eve's Cave, 
and there you'll find a Remedy for all your Misfortunes :

Proteſt what I would to Zeinabi, that ſhe 
if was the moſt beautiful Woman in the World in my Eyes, 
| and that, had I ten Wives, I would ſacrifice them all to 


ber, it avail'd nothing, ſhe grew obſtinate in her Reiolu- 
F tion; and, I will confound, faid ſhe, the Haughtineſs 
N of my Rival: One Day ſhe had the Confidence to tell 
me, that every Man living would leave me for her; and 
] am very contemptible indeed, if you do not think me 
deſerving of a thouſand Tokens of your Love, even in 
her Preſence, on purpoſe to up braid her. Her Charms 
frevail'd with me to comply with her Defire ; and I 
repar'd myſelf to play the cruel part with this unknown 
idow, whom I did not deſire to ſee, any more than the 
other, before I came to marry them. The Day came at 
laſh, and I was never more ſurpriz'd in my Life, than to 
find that the Object of Zeinabi's Hatred was the charm- 
ing Zaleg ; who being left a Widow by her former Hui.

8 Courts are uſually the Reſidence of Envy, the 
Prime Viſier could not behold his Maſter's Libe- 
rality to this Philoſopher without Jealouſy.

there is not ſo much Capacity, as Impoſture, I am apt

it, AB. Dal. Moal, ſaid the Philoſopher, ſet me at Liberty; 
you can do it, and be aſſur'd of this, that yon ſhall not 
find me ungrateful. But how will you get off? replied 
1; you are not able to ſtand upon your Legs. No matter 


for that, ſaid he to me; I'll find a Way to follow Fon. 
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In ſhort, after we had concerted Meaſures together, I 
made uſe of this Expedient to ſet the Philoſopher at Li- 
berty : I had a Slave much about his Size, that was fallen 
very dangerouſly ill; and when he came to die, I took

eight Days ali things were ready, and after 1 had ob- 
tained the King's Leave to go and vifit the Tomb of the 
holy Prophet, it was not long before we departed. We 
had ſcarce got out of the Kingdom of Ormaz before 
the Philoſopher defir'd to teach me his Secrets; he or-

her Heart, which had never been accuſtom'd to any Di- 
viſion of my Love fince the time we had been together, 
and that a Diſcovery of this kind would kill her with 
Grief; the rather, becauſe, ſince our Marriage, we had 
had no Children.

As Gi 
diſappear'd with the Rats, twas believ'd that they would 
hear no more of him; but the next Day he came again 
to demand the Money he had agreed for : They paid him 
indeed the Sum; but the People were ſo baſe and cove- 
tous, as to give him ſeyeral Pieces among it which were 
not Weight; which he ſoon diſcover'd, and upbraiding 
them with Ingratitude, threaten'd to be reveng'd of them, 
if they did not perform their Bargain. 'This they only 
laugh'd at him for; but the next Morning what a ter- 
rible Conſternation was the whole City in! to find, all 
of a ſudden, an old black Woman, above fifty Foot high, 
ſtanding in the Market-place, with a Whip in her Hand:

to do, No ſooner had the Genie crack'd her Whip, but 
the Thunder began to roar, enough to terrify the moſt 
undaunted ;. the Air grew black, and a thick Darkneſs 
overſpread the City for fix Hours ; at the End of which: 
time, and when ſcarce any one was recover'd from his 
Fright, Mergian Banou appear'd in the fame Place again. 
People of 1pahan, {aid ſhe, with a very terrible Voice, if.

This Prophecy ſurpris'd me the more, becauſe it ſeem'd 
addreſs'd to me alone; for I was deſcended from the Sul- 
tan Solomon and the Queen of Sheba : I had lately placed 
my Father upon the 'I'hrone, and was ſadly afflicted for 
the Loſs of the Princeſs of Defila. All which Reaſons 
confirm'd my Reſolution of going to try the Adveuture 
of the Tower of che forty Virgins.

This 
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This was Encouragement enough for me to purſue my 
Deſign : I therefore took dewn the Sword and inchant- 


ed Buckler, which as ſoon as I had put on my Arm, 


and was entering upon the Stairs, that were to lead me 
to the Deliverance of the Forty Virgins, I found that it 
gave a bright and ſhing Light, enough to diſperſe all 
the Darkneſs of the Place.

«© beſides. You ſee in me Mahomet- Mehdi, * the twelfth 
and laſt Iman of the great Prophet, though my Ene- 
* mies falſly give it out that I am dead; becauſe in the 
Battle, which I fought with the Caliph of Babylon, for 
© the Support of the true Religion, God was pleas'd to 
„% take me from the midit of it, and to tranſlate me to 
« this inchanted Place, where I am to continue until the 
Time appointed for my Return upon Earth; not only 
“ to reſtore the Race of [mans to the Imperial Throne, 
„ but likewiſe to kill Dejal, who by his Impoſtures 
« would deſtroy the wiſe Precepts of the Book, that 
« God, by an Angel, dictated to his Ambaſſador.” Is it 
poſſible, cry*d I, in a "Tranſport of Joy, that I ſhould be- 
hold with mine Eyes the Ornament of the Servants of 
God ? that great Iman, who, to the End of the World 1s 
to illuſtrate thoſe Truths, which his cruel Enemies in 
vain endeavour to obſcure ? *©* Yes, without all Doubt, 
« anſwer'd the Iman, tis I that am reſerv'd for theſe 
great Wonders; and after fevera] Ages, expect the great 
% Day, when God is to be glorify'd by my Means.“ 
But when will that Day come ? ſaid I to the Iman, that

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Day of Conſolation to true Muſſulmans, and of Confuſion 
to their Enemies ? © I am going to ſhew you, anſwer'd 
he, how far diftant we are from it.“ And with that, 
taking me by the Hand, he carry'd me to the Top of a 
quadrangular 'Tower, from whence he ſhew'd me a City, 
that he told me was twelve thouſand * Parazanges in 
Circumference, in which were twelve thouſand Gates, 
over which were as many Granaries full of F Muſtard- 
ſeed for the Suſtenance of one ſingle Bird, that was to 
eat no more than one Grain a Day.

The Forty-faxth, and laſt Evening. 


The Conclufion of the Hiſtory of Prince

Yes, ſaid Mahomet- Mehdi, and thoſe that re- 
preſent the Men, are ſo many gallant Perſians, that have at-

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tempted to reſc:1e them out of the Tower. But why is 
there one Pedeſtal, aſk'd I again, which has no Statue 
upon it? That is deſign'd for you, ſaid he, if you ſuffer 
yourſelf (as other Heroes have done before you) to be 
ſeduced by the charming Impoſtures of the Genie; for 
then both you, and thoſe you attempt to deliver, ſhall 
continue in this State of Inſenſibility until the End of 
the World. Nor muſt you think, that you can attain 
your End without Gian- Ben Gian's puiſſant Buekler. It 
will ſhew you the Genis ſuch as ſhe really is, that is to 
ſay very ugly, and in the ſame Figure wherein ſhe appear'd 
at 1/pahan ; whereas your inchanted Senſes will repreſent 
her as the Model of all Perfection.

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Gannan, and I only took his Shape as oft as I had Occa- 
fion for it. You not Fum-Hoim ! cry'd the King of ina: 
Who are you then? I am a Pes ſian, Sir; I wes born at 
Teflis, and *twas in this Palace, and even in this very 


Chamber, that I firſt ſaw the Light. In this Chamber 


anſwer'd Malekalſalem ; ah] how is that poſſible? It is 


eaſy. to conceive, Sir, ſince I am Prince Alroamat, your 
Son, that at two Years old was taken away by the Cor- 
ſairs; but to convince you of this, Il! preſently appear to 
you ſuch as I naturally am.

WAS brought up in a Caſtle by the Sea-ſide, not far 
from Guriel, where the Sultan, my Father, at that 
time reſided, when a Fancy took my Nurſe one Day, 
that ſhe would go a-walking ; and as the Weather was 
very fine, ſhe h:d got half a League from home, with- 
out ever minding where ſhe was ; but in her Return was 
intercepted by ſix Corſairs.

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Zehir's Father was a little ſtartled at this Propoſition; 
but as he could not promiſe bimſelf near that Advantage 
in matching his Daughter to Oiilan, he readily accepted 
Naddban's Offer; only he deſir'd, that the Engagement 
might be a Secret, until he ſhould find an Opportunity 
to get quit of the Cady? s Son; which was no very hard 
matter to do, for he . ever open'd his Mouth with- 
out ſaying ſome rude thing or other; nay, that very 
Night he ſaid ſeveral, which Ze#Zzr, in Purſuance to her 
Father's Order, ſh:rply reiented ; ſo that the Quarrel 
grew high, and the Jeweler coming in upon it, took his 
Daughter's, Part with ſome Warmth, and defir'd Okilan 
to go about his Buſineſs.

þ God is Great, God is great, 
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commanded me, and no ſooner had he heard theſe divine 
Words, but repeating them with a marvellous Tranſport, 
praiſe and magnity God, ſaid he, young Man, for vouch- 
ſafing to make Choice of you, to be inſtructed in fo 
ſublime a Science, as the great Solomon was Maſter of; 
and to deliver you from the Miſery, which Man is or- 
dinarily ſahject to, by giving you the Command over all 
Intelligences. For, indeed, what is Man? and how does 
he enter upon this Scene of Lite ? May not one properly 
enough ſay, that he is a poor Mariner, whom the Sea has 
caſt aihore, after it has made him the Sport of its Waves 
and Fury? Nature, when ſhe looſes him from the Bands of 
his Mother's Womb, only expoſes him upon the Earth, 
deſtitute of thoſe Succours, which ſhe often affords to 
other Creatures.

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by the Prejudice of Education, never once to reaſon about 
the Religion of your Forefathers. Is it poſſible, that you 
ſhould perſuade yourſelf, (as the common People do) that 
the immortal Nature of our Souls is ſubject to a Body, 
which is but the Nouriſhment of Worms ; and that 
among an innumerable Multitude of Souls, there ſhould 
be ſo fierce an Emulation, who ſhould eater firſt into 
the Body that is lately form'd, and not rather agree among 
themſelves, that the firſt Comer be firſt receiv'd into the 
Body that wants it? According to this Way of Reaſon- 
ing, Death will be nothing but a frightfal Name, all its 
Methods of Approaches indifferent to us, and it will be 
the ſame thing, whether we do good or bad Actions, 
which is a Poſition abhorrent to Nature. You'll tell me, 
perhaps, according to the Syſtem of our Mandarins, and 
the Indian Brachmans, that in proportion to their Merit 
or Demerit, Souls paſs into baſer or nobler Bodies ; but 
what ſort of Bodies do your Doctors and the Brachmans 
account ſuperior to the reſt ? A Cow, they ſay, becauſe 
this Creature has ſomething Divine in it; the Soul, which 
reſides in that Creature, hopes in a ſhort Time to be pu- 
rified of all the Sins, wherewith it was polluted in the 
World, by being preſented to their Gods ; who are no- 
thing but Monſters, or imaginary Beings, invented by 
the Knavery of your firſt Sacrificers, and ſupported by 
the Licentiouſneſs and Independence ot thoſe, that have 
ſucceeded in their Places: A Cow, one of the clumſieſt 
Animals next to an Hog, which you make yaur fineſt 
Diſhes of, and we hold in Abomination ! And do you 
really believe ſuch idle Diſcourſe as this? No, Sir, no, 
I am perſuaded to the contrary, and that my Siſter has 
already ſhewn you the Difference between ſo ridiculous a 
Religion, and that of Mahomet ; whole great Truths, as 
they are contain'd in his Alcoran, deſerve Admiration. 
This venerable Work, extracted out of the great Book of 
the divine Decrees, was ſet aſide at the Creation of the 
World, to be depoſited in one of the ſeven Heavens un-

Now after all, it muſt be acknowledg'd, that the Doc- 


trine of Tranſmigration was never believ'd, nor taught 


by Pythagoras in the Senſe that is here repreſented. The 


Account we have of his Life ; how he was the Fountain 
of all that Learning, which afterwards water'd the Gre- 
can Empire; how indefatigable he was to improve and 
adorn his Mind in all Kind of Knowledge ; how careful 
to ſubdue all ſenſual Paſſions ; how temporate in the Uſe 
of lawful Pleaſures ; and how zealous for the Honour of 
God, and the Advancement of Virtue ; will hardly per- 
mit us to believe that ſo groſs a Notion as that of Tranſ- 


migration in the vulgar Senſe, could have any Being in 


the Thoughts of ſo great a Philoſopher, But this un- 
doubtedly was his Opinion, and an Opinion not incon- 
ſiſtent with the Light of Right Reaſon : * That there is 
an univerſal germinating Virtue emitted from the celeſtial 
Bodies, convey'd by the Medium of the Air, and tranſ- 
fuſed into every Part of the Creation : That this Virtue 
impregnating an human Body, whether at the Time of 
Generation, or afterwards, conſtitutes the ſenſitive Spirit 
of a Man, which is perfectly diſtinct from the rational 
Soul : That this Spirit, while we live, performs all the 
animal Operations of Life, and ſeems not an improper 
Medium between a divine immortal Ray, and groſs Mat- 
ter; and that upon the Diſſolution of the Body, it is not 
annihilated, but only let looſe into the Air, which is its 
proper Receptacle ; and therein made active and vigorous 


again, in order to impregnate new Matter. So that the 


true Hypotheſis of Tranimigration, as it ſtands clear of 
all Abſurdities, relates not to the rational Soul, which
